We devote a large space in our paper to-day 
to the award of premiums by the United States 
Agricultural Society, following the Annual 
Fair and Cattle Show in this city. The list 
will interest all exhibitors and the people of 
the Northwest generally, for whose benefit we 
consent to give it place. Its accuracy may bo 


depended upon. 
It is the opinion of men ‘best informed ian 


such matters, and who take lively interest in 


the progress of our many agricultural societies, 


that this system of awarding premiums, as evi- 
deuces of excellences in animala, vegetable pro- 
ducts and machines exhibited, cannot be per- 
manent, because of the difficulty in deciding 
the nicer points of difference between the arti- 
cles or animals competing. Already it has been 
proposed in various State Societies to dis pense 
with premiums altogether, and substitute 
therefor a division of the net receipts among 
the exhibitors, altering, of course, the condi- 
tions of entry, for the purpose of keeping out 
what ought not to be shown at all. We have 
on our table at this moment a score or more of 
communications, in each of which the awards 
just made are very severely criticised; and we 
ourselves are coguizant of some instances in 

which great injustice has been done. In the 
preference, for example, given to a highly fin- 
ished and showy looking mo ir g machine, over |

| tho most perfect agricultural implement in use

purchasers, are no longer regarded as pre- 
sumptive evidence of excellence in those things 
to which they are given. Such being the case, 
the attention of practical men may well be 
turned to the devising some substitute for the 
much abused premium system.
